The steam whaler Belvedere arrived 


from a year's whaling cruise Wednes- 
day with only five sperm and right 
whales to her credit When she left port 
iast December, 6lie went in BPaieh of 
cpcrm whales in the -South seaa, bnt 
with poor success. The first pn<»;that 
the crows in the boats got within reach 
of was near the Sandwich Islands. It 
was a inonsttreperni whale, and all five 
boats pnt off iu pursuit of it. 
One that 


was cominaiuleci by Mnte Philip Cook 
crept up. to within range of it, and a 
bomb to which a lino was attached was 
tucccssfrtjly fired into it, bnt the explo- 
sives witli which tho bomb was charged 
failed to work. 


Aywy^the whale -went,' skimming 


along at a ffigctftl rate jnst tinder the 
surface and lashing the water into foam 
iu his agony. The long line was soon 
run out, trot its end was securely fas- 
tened to the boat, and tho frail craft 
was soon flying along in tow oi the 
whale. The monster did not seem to 
relish being made a tugboat of, and ho j 
stopped and turned on bis pursuers. For j 
a moment he watched the occupants of i 
tho small boat again slowly creeping ' 
upon him. 
When about half of the in- 
• 


tervcniug space had been covered, tho 
whale suddenly flipped his huge tail in 
the nir and went under the surface of 
the ocean. A moment later he rose 
within a few yards of the boat and 
went at it with a rush, his huge jaws 
open and showing every indication that 
a whale can of anger. Before another 
shot could be fired the 114ouster rolled 
over and caught the boat between his 
jaws. There was a crushing of timbers, 
and all the crew bnt one went flounder: 
ing in the wake, The missing man was 
Andrew Cook, and ho sat in the bow of 
the boat just where the great jaws came 
together. It is supposed that he was 
taken in the whale's month, and as the 
monster sank after his attack tho man 
was carried down far below the surface 
and did not come DJI again. 


The men in the other boats arrived 


and picked np their struggling com- 
rades, but tho crews were too much 
afraid to continue the attack, and they 
put back to the ship with all speed. 


When the whale next cnnie to the sur- 


face, he again made an attack on the 
boat he had wrecked, nnd he did not 
leave it until it was smashed into kin- 
dling wood. For five days after that 
the whalo remained about the ship in- 
viting attack from tho small boats, but 
the infuriated monster was let alone, 
and now the South sea has a ciant Ush 
swimming about in its waters with a 
highly explosive and dangerous bomb 
secreted under its thick coat of blubber 
that is liable to explode at any moment

Partially Destroyed. 


NEW VonK, January 22. — Advices | 


from Teheran, the capital of Persia, 
state that the town of Knctu.n, which 
waa destroyed by an earthquake iu No- 
vember, 1893, acrl rebuilt, was again, 
destroyed, by an earthquake last Thurs- 
day. 
There was great loss cf life. One 


hundred women iu a bath-house were 
crushed to death by the falling build- 
ing. 


On November 17.1893, Kuohan and 


Meshed, towns in Northern Persia, were 
destroyed by an earthquake and thou- 
sands of the inhabitants perished. Ko- 
cban bad a population of from 20,000 to 
25,000. 
The shock of tha earthquake 


opened up great crevices in the earth, 
through which the water poured in tor- 
rents, causing the Atrek river to over- 
flow its banks. The fertile regions sur- 
rounding the city were inundated and 
large gardens and extensive vineyards 
were sent out of existence. 


The people of Kucban bad no chince 


to save anything. The largest houses 
in town, including the residence of the 
Govern ir, were toppled over, crushing 
hundred.? of people to duath. 
Many 


persons were carried away by the flood 
that flowed down the valley. A short 
time after the disturbance the entire 
water supply of Kuchan disappeared. 


Meaued, the city which was destroyed 


by the same disturbance, bad a popula- 
tion oV 60,000. It was famous as tho 
site of the mausoleum of Imam Beza, 
one of the most magnificent in Persia, 


Mexloo and Gu!it«raa.la.

Guatemala has not answered the Mex- 
ican ultimatum mid it is believed that 
if no answer is made soon there is im- 
ramont ris-k of a declaration of war.

taken the oath of office and accepted 
the responsibilities devolved upon me 
as Chief Executive, iu accordance with 
the Constitution, I have entered upon 
the duties of that high and responsible 
office which tho suffrages of the people 
of Nevada have seen fit to bestow upon 
me. 


I assure you that I am deeply moved 


by its cliy/jity and honor as well as im- 
pressed by its responsibilities and du- 
ties. 


In accepting this high trust I deiire 


to return my grateful acknowledge- 
ment through you to the citizens of 
Nevada for the honor thus conferred. 


To the end that I may satisfactorily 


discharge the important duties attached 
to the office and carry out the will of 
the people, I invoke the considerate 
judgment and cordial aid and co-opera- 
tion of theic representatives here as- 
sembled, sincerely hoping that our rel- 
ative duHes may be performed with a 
proper sense of what is due to secure 
the best interests and permanent pros- 
perity of all the people of our State. 


GENERAL CONDITIONS. 


We have and are experiencing the 


greatest business and financial depres- 
sion that the people of this country 
have ever known. This is not the re- 
sult of failure of bountiful harvests, or 
the exhaustion of onr mines, nor is it 
the almost total cessation of the wonted 
activities in our varied industries, and 
fair return of proSts upon the capital 
invested ; nor has the field of labor 
been closed from congestion. The peo- 
ple have not been visited by either 
scourge or calamity, nor have they ret- 
rograded in their enterprise and energy 
—but this great depression is owing to 
the fact that the money of the nation 
is apparently under the control of the 
banking corporations atid the corporate 
money powers ha\ e btccme the masters 
o' commerce and almost absorbed tie 
prosperity of the country. The vol- 
ume of currency is contracted and re- 
stricted in quantity to such a point 
as to enslave the people by giving to a 
few the control of production.rendering 
it difficult for the producers to pay 
their debts, by requiring more produc- 
tion to meet the demands of the cred- 
itor. 


With this condition confronting ug, 


is it any wonder that this should be the 
subject of criticism or matter of aston- 
ishment that our industrial population 
feel compelled to organize for mutual 
and peaceful defense? 


That they are actuated by tho purett 


motives and the highest behests of 
judgment and conscience in making 
demands, cannot for one moment be 
questioned. They do not seek to inter- 
fere with the rights of others, but to 
protect their ovn ; to rebuild constitu- 
tional safeguards 
which have been 


thrown down ; to return to the people 
tbo;r lawful control over the essential 
instruments of commerce, and to give 
vitality to those portions of our great 
charter which was framed for the com- 
mon good of all.

methods of providing for the support 
of the State Government, for the ensu- 
ing fiscal years. In all proper meas- 
ures looking toward economy and re- 
trenchment, I assure you of the hearty 
co-operation of the Executive Depart- 
ment.

Some encouragement should be given 


lo towns and associations for the pro- 
motion of home manufactures. The 
people of this State should in no sense 
neglect their own interests by impover 
shing themselves to build up the 
prosperity of other States and cities. 
This should be seriously thought of. 
Hen of means of our State should en- 
courage and promote every industry, 


nd endeavor to invite capital for in- 
vestment that would give fair profits 
nd build up our State. Mai ty articles 
now purchased abroad could with profit 
o our people be manufactured at 
icrne. It would give work to our un 
employed; it would bring the comforts 
ana even the luxuries of life into buu- 
Ireds of families that now enjoy the 
tare necessaries of existence. 


Every community and town that 


would build up a manufacturing es- 
ablishmeut would fast become a center 
if enterprise and wealth, besides, the 
State would<grow to become a vast hive 
>f industry and thrift; nearly every 
want would be supplied by home pro- 


action and our money would circulate 
mong our own people. Take, for In- 
tance, the single industry of the eul- 
ure of the sugar beet, and conversion 
f its product into sugar.

It has grown into fame and acceptance 
by the public, and its growth and in- 
fluence jj marked by the large per- 
centage of its accession to its roll of 
students. 


Tho University has not however, if 


proper financial encouragement 
be 


given to it, reached the inviting possi- 
bilities that may be realized. That 
there is a prensing need for the con- 
tinuance of the progress it has already 
made is undeniable, and this will re- 
quire liberal financial aid to meet the 
demands of a progressive people whose 
aim is to make this institution in all 
its departments the very best in the 
land..

matters. 


Coming as yon do direct from your 


constituents, yon are 'thoroughly ac- 
quainted with their wants and needs, 
and I look confidently to your judg- 
ment to originate and carry out meas- 
ures that will afford relief, and for the 
enactment and amendment of snch laws 
as will promote the interests of our 
State instutions and the public welfare, 
My earnest hope is that the cordial re- 
lations which have heretofore existed 
between the legislative and Executive 
branches of the Stale government, and 
between the co-ordinate departments of 
the Executive authority, will continue 
to prevail.
